7) the defendant shall refrain from excessive use of alcohol and shall not purchase, possess, use, distribute, or administer any 
controlled substance or any paraphernalia related to any controlled substances, except as prescribed by a physician; 

8) the defendant shall not frequent places where controlled substances are illegally sold, used, distributed, or administered; 

9) the defendant shall not associate with any persons engaged in criminal activity and shall not associate with any person convicted of a 
felony, unless granted permission to do so by the probation officer; 

10) the defendant shall permit a probation officer to visit him or her at any time at home or elsewhere and shall permit confiscation of any 
contraband observed in plain view of the probation officer; 

1 1 ) the defendant shall notify the probation officer within seventy-two hours of being arrested or questioned by a law enforcement officer; 

12) the defendant shall not enter into any agreement to act as an informer or a special agent of a law enforcement agency without the 
permission of the court; and

SPECIAL CONDITIONS OF SUPERVISION 



1 . The defendant shall submit to the collection and use of DNA identification information while incarcerated in the Bureau 
of Prisons, or at the direction of the US Probation Office, pursuant to 42 USC section 14135a. 

2. The defendant shall pay the balance of any restitution and provide verification of same to the Probation Office. 

3. The defendant shall be prohibited from incurring new credit charges, opening additional lines of credit, or negotiating 
or consummating any financial contracts without the approval of the Probation Office. 

4. The defendant shall cooperate and arrange with the Internal Revenue Service to pay all past and present taxes, 
interest, and penalties owed. Defendant shall file timely, accurate, and lawful income tax returns and show proof of 
same to the probation office. 

5. The defendant shall submit to a mental health evaluation and, if deemed necessary as a result of the assessment, 
participate and complete any treatment program as approved and directed by the Probation Office. 

6. Prior to third party risk notification, attorney for defendant and defendant shall be notified. 

The Probation Office shall release the presentence investigation report to all appropriate agencies in order to execute the 
sentence of the Court. Treatment agencies shall return the presentence report to the Probation Office upon the 
defendant's completion or termination from treatment.
